There was another group opposed to 
what they believe are the restrictions of 
such a code which may act to curtail 
home building. 

And there was another group defi- 
nitely in the support of the adoption of 
a building code. 

Opinions of all three groups and of 
the public at large were aired gener- 
ally, acriminous at times, and the only 
onclusion which may be said to have 
fbeen reached by the meeting was that 
any building code which is adopted 
shguld be particularly applicable to lo- 

conditions. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Mayor Faugsted expressed his appre- 
ciation of the Council at the interest 
shown in the matter and indicated fur- 
ther conferences will be held on the 
matter before definite action is taken 
one way or the other, at which 
presence of citizens of the community 
will be appreciated by the Council.
